Thus 57% of the total number of towns 
representing 51% of the total population is covered in this 
statement. The number of births and deaths recorded 
in these towns were 11,914 and 5,149 representing birth 
and death rates of 31-1 and 13-4 per thousand of 
population respectively. 

(a) States ( Part A and Part C ). — The data here relate to 
135 towns with an estimated population of 15,776 thousands. 
Information about Ajmer, Bihar, Bhopal, Bombay and West 
Bengal could not be included. The total number of towns 
is 252 and their population is 32,571 thousands. Thus
